should present no insuperable difficulties 
1o onr sanitary experts. 


An interesting experiment in gna

ing will be the construction at the 
ord- 


nance shops in Washington 
of an eight- 


inch gun on the built up plan, chambered 
to load with high explosives. 
If such a 


weapon can be made to stand the tremen- 
dous bursting power developed by the de- 
tonation of the recently discovered high 
explosives the problem of military and 
naval attack and defense will at once take 
on a new aspect, and the costly experiments 
of the last ten years will lose whatever 
degree of decisiveness they may have po- 
sessed. 


There appears to be somecsnflict between 


the County Commissioners and the Water 
TForks Trustees, growing out of the report 
on the local water supply by the State 
Board oi Health. That report and analy- 
sis laid much of the blame of contamination 
upon the Infirmary sewer, and the Water 
Works Trustees asked the Commissioners to 
turn this into acme other channel. 
The 


matter was examined into by the Commis- 
sioners, and they reported to the Trustees 
that they could not make the change be- 
cause of the great expense it would incur, 
and for the farther reason 
that they 


did not see why the sewerage from the 
Infirmary did not have as much right to 
empty into Hog Creek, as that of Lima. 


The dispute is in Etatu quo just now, but 


it is probable the Trustees will take the 
necessary steps to have the emptying of 
the Infirmary sewer into Hog Creek, above 
the city's source oi supply, stopped. 
If 


successful, the Commissionera will bring 
suit against the city for damages. Anyway 
yon fix it means a low suit.

ALCOHOL A LA SWISS. 


RESULTS OF SIX YEARS' OPERATION 


Or THE MONOPOLY F'LAN. 


Statistics •much Will Jntorcat Amotlcan 


BertdUM Because of thel'nct tHiat Some- 
whut Simllnr Method* Are Proposed IDI 
I'aTts of This Country. 
The particular method of dealing with 


tho alcohol question which is now adopt- 
ed in Switzerland is discussed by Mr. W. 
Slilliet of Berne in a recent publication 
of tho American Academy of Political 
and Social Science. 


There is, it seems, no appreciable cur- 


rent of opinion among the Swiss in favor 
of total abstinence, considered either a-3 
a voluntary act or as tho outcome of 
prohibitory legislation. It is true that 
by an amendment of the federal consti- 
tution passed in 1885 the cantonal leg- 
islatures acquired the power of restrict- 
ing the number of places for i;he sale oE 
liquor within their respective jurisdic- 
tions. The power has ostensibly been 
exerciseel in 1-1 cantons, but even in 
these, taken as a whole, the number of 
taverns has somewhat increased. 


No substantial result, therefore, has 


followed the concession of restrictive 
power. Such is not the case with the 
alcohol monopoly introduced in 1887. 
This lias accomplished two things. It 
has greatly improved the quality of tho 
distilled liquors consumed in Switzer- 
land, and has caused a marked reduction 
in the use of them. The primary aim of 
the monopoly wjia to bring about tho 
substitution of fermented for distilled 
liquors, and short ns is tho period dur- 
ing which the experiment has lasted the 
results are encouraging, 


Before the creation of the iilcohol mo- 


nopoly, Switzerland suffered from the 
practice of peddling distilled liquors 
and from tho existence of a multitude 
of small stills in agricitltural districts. 
The product of these stills, by reason of 
the primitive methods of manufacture 
and tho absence of rectification, was ex- 
cluded from tho general market and 
was consequently consumed by the peas- 
cnt distillers themselves. Tho effect of 
theso small stills was to make tho daily 
drinking of "schnapps," as tho domestic 
raw liquor is called, almost universal 
among farmers and agricultural labor- 
ers. It was tho alarming spread of alco- 
holism that ensued which bronght about 
the change iu tho federal constitution 
wheroby limited rights of interference 
with the liquor traffic were rrranted to 
tho authorities, both federal and can- 
tonal. 


Since tho creation of the alcohol mo- 


nopoly, 1,'!00 large and small distilleries 
havo Veen supprossed by expropriation. 
From fho remmningr fi^i or 70 distilleriRR, 
tho monopoly administration is tho only 
purchaser. The product does not go di- 
rectly from distiller to purchaser. Tho 
administration takes it under fixed con- 
ditions and brings it back to the trade 
only after it has been duly rectified. Of 
the profits of tho monopoly, one-tenth, 
now amormting to about $140,000 a year, 
mnt be applied to tho struggle with al- 
coholism—that is to say, to the mainte- 
nance of the poor and the insane whoso 
misfortunes may be traced to that mal- 
ady. 


Now as to the effect of tho monopoly 


on the quantity of spirits consumed. In 
1883 the consumption of distilled liquors 
per capita was 10.2G liters; in 1891 it was 
only G.32. A part of this decrease is duo 
to tho cessation of smuggling of distilled 
liquors; from Switzerland into tho adja- 
cent countries. But after reasonable de- 
ductions on that score have been made, 
it is estimated that tho shrinkage ia tho 
use of ardent spirits by tho Swiss them- 
selves is not less than 25 per cant. The 
decreased consumption is obviously due 
not only to the extinction of private 
stills, but to tho fact that a higher price 
must be paid for tho product of distil- 
leries. Tho joint cfEect of diminished 
consumption and of the gTeatly improved 
quality of tho liquors fiold is expected 
soon to show itself in tho statistics of al- 
coholism. 


Wo have said that the purpose of tho 


Swiss legislature was not to abolish the 
use of distilled liquors, but gradually to 
supplant it by that of wine or beer. To 
that end, while tho price of spirits was 
raised, that of fermented liquors was 
lowered by relieving them from certain 
excise duties. So far as wino is con- 
cerned no marked change took placo in 
the volume of consumption between 18SS 
and 18DO. 
This is attributed, however, 


to tho remarkable decline of tho home 
production in tho period named, a de- 
cline which had. to be made good by im- 
portation. 


In the case of beer, on the ether hand, 


the effect of the liquor monopoly on tho 
habits of tho Swiss people is unmistak- 
able. Tho consumption of bear in Swit- 
zerland increased between 1883 and 1890 
from 80 liters per capita, to 40 liters, 
showing an advance of somo 2," per cent. 
3o far as tho Swiss experiment has gone, 
it seems to show the possibility of sup- 
plantinj to a considerable extent the use 
of ardent spirits by that of those fer- 
mented liqnors, such, as beer, which con- 
tain relatively little alcoliol. — New 
York Sun.

Long before 
there was an interest taken in astronomy 
there were many careful observers of 
the heavenly bodies. The names chosen 
by these men for stars and constellations 
remain uacaanged.—Edgar Lee in Arena,

He wai 
about 21, tali, broad shouldered and 
straight, when thcro camo a year of fam- 
ine. 
Tho earth was barren, the deer and 


game apparently exterminated. 
Da.rk 


grew the countenances of the red imm. 
They drew apart from the scvuaws and 
children, who crie;l piteonsly for food, 
and while whispering together point ed 
ominously at Chikkataliac, the blind 
y^ung chief. 


Then they pretended to have arranjred 


a hunting trip, and soon tho noise and 
bustle usually attendant upon this event 
was heard throughout the camp. Before 
this Chikkatabac had always been left 
with the squaws, but now ho was in- 
vited to accompar.y the braves, and Ms 
bosom swelled with pride. Ho iiuagii:.s>d 
they at last had realized ho was a man. 
Dreams of talcing his inherited right of 
being sagamoro of tho tribo caino to him. 


For days thoy tr ivoled ou t o f thci r o 


land over hot sanCy deserts till, reaching 
a denso forest beyond, they pushed their 
way through tho trees, brush and tang ed 
vines to its very heart. Hero they paused, 
and after refreshing themselves pretend- 
ed to rest.

But though opprc!«S(j(.l 
with u sense of loneliness and wondering 
that no other spirits camn to greet him, 
ho faced tho new world with a imuily 
front and open eyes, and turned again tu 
tho stream. 
Onco more the spirit winch 


he had first Keen confronted 3 im, but ho 
was not afr.iid. As ho brought his lips 
nearer to the water, tho face of the tpiril. 
came closio to his. Ho drank, Hcminglj 
from tho mouth of the spirit itself, whose 
features became btruiiguly wavering and 
distorted. 


But, oh, the 'sweetness of ihowaler! 1; 


was only in spirithmd surely that sueli 
water could bo found. lie drank deeply 
nnd was refreshed as ho had never been 
before.

In tho reports of a white aussionarj 


among tho Indians appears tho following 
quaint narration of a legend which had 
been handed down through p-enerutions 
of the "Waiupanoago, a warlike tribo o:.'

"I trust your reverenco will not deem 


it trivial in me (but rather a manifesta- 
tion of my zeal that your reverence, will 
liavo an understanding of those strange 
people) if I relate a curious legend cher- 
ished by these simple savages. It goes 
to tho following effect: 


"Upon the death of a groat cliiof in 


battle his squaw gave birth to a blind 
son, whom, when he had cornointo man- 
hood, tlio young men of tho tribo took 
away into a distant forest and left then; 
to perish, believing that by reason of liis 
blindness and Ins total lack of skill as n 
hunter he must perish, for to what they 
supposed had been a curse sent upon him 
in tho form of blindness they ascribed 
the dire sufferings of tho trill e and the 
imminence of its extinction. Well, it is 
related that tho tribe, some ihno after 
the supposed death of the blind chief, 
mustered its energies for a final resist- 
ance against tho Nahigons'ks, its ancient 
enemies, who, finding that the newlj 
elected chief of tho Wainpanongs was 
merely a loud braggart, without the true 
metal of a great warrior in lum, deter- 
mined to fall upon tho feeble Wampano- 
ags and sweep them from tho earth. 


"Tho battle was a very unequal one. 


for the Nalrigonsiks greatly on tmmiberal 
tho Wampanoags. But it is related that 
in tho fiercest part of tho fight, when Uio 
arrows of tho Nahigonsiks wore reaping 
tho Wampanoags as riponed wheat, and 
despair and consternation sat upon tho 
weaker tribe, there suddenly sprang 
forth a stalwart young man of great size 
and strength, who, with commanding 
voice and gesture, swinging aloft a club 
which ho had wrenched from a tree, 
cried, 'For your lives, my people,' and 
leaped to the front,

hic;onail: = into another part of th> world. 
That which rnoro directly concerns this 
legend is a matter of simple record. The 
new chief, it is said, after placing hi-: 
tribo upon the old looting by irenn* of 
numerous valorous battle:-—maintain- 
ing ahvayl tho extra irdmary rr-tieencc 
and solitude which followed his advent 
among hLs people—kept apart and siki/t 
until nil wl boon fimslu-d. 
Then one 


evening a i tha sun was w>tring lie wa= 
seen upon an eminence with anm out- 
stretched toward the weit ;aul eyi.. up- 
lifted to heaven, his lips movir^ iu .si- 
lent invocation. And after that hr walked 
fclowly toward the west and v>-;i,s never 
seen agnin by hib jimple. Ho hail fad-d 
forevei into l*;ie hiient mysteries oi UK;

Ono of the most interesting studies in 


human nature about the city is the man 
who lives in hotels, I do not mean tho 
commercial traveler or the man who ia 
engaged in business of any land, nut tho 
man who has nothing to do but to look 
around him and enjoy himself. He may 
actually enjoy himself, loo, for all I 
know. I hope he does. He is interest- 
ing as an il lustration of what some men 
call enjoyment. 


The fashionable hotels of New York- 


end unfashionable hotels for that mat- 
ter—arc tho shelter of many men who 
are not, in business other than the busi- 
ness of looldug pretty and observing tho 
rest of the world move. I do not say 
they arc tha homes of such men—-they 
merely shelter and feed them. 


In many instances this life is fiat of a 


hermit. Possibly a. man accustcuncd t o 
the wild, hilarious career offered by a 
country hotel may cavil at the expres- 
sion in this connection, but it is because 
such a man does not understand city 
ways. A year or two ago a well to do gen- 
tleman died in a New York hotel. Ho 
had lived in the hostelry for years, and 
yet not a soul—if I may use the word 
soul in Speaking of a hotel corporation— 
know him personally or anj-thing about 
Mm beyond tho fact that he paid tun bills 
promptly and regularly. He cnoso to 
make no scrrrmintances and was satis- 
fied to appear to the hotel managers as 
"No. 81. K.," or bj- whatevernumborIns 
room was designated, Tlio hotel man- 
agement had changed several times, but 
he lived on there, a culm, unruffled ex- 
istence, 


AB a guest snoii a man is a jewel, nnd 


as may reasonably be supposed ho was 
not likely to be harassed by nrnuiceiBury 
attentions. When lie died nnd it, was 
found that he was a gentleman of Inde-t 


pendent fortnne—tue ^ xKlwspapers, of 
course, making the discovery—somo peo- 
ple marveled for a day or two and then 
forgot him. I recall tho incident now- 
only to illustrate that in a great city like 
this what appears to bo tlio most public 
lifo may bo in reality the most exclusive. 
There aro plenty of men living hermit 
lives in New York hotels--as much BOOS 
if they occupied a poor hovel in the soli- 
tary fastnesses of the wilderness. 


I know men who reside at swell hotels 


who do not seek to avoid their fellows, 
but who might as well hi) confined in 
the penitentiary or bo dead, so far as 
their usefulness to society Is concerned. 
They remind mo of convicts—so appar- 
ently listless, aimless and inert their ex- 
istence. 
They eat, drmli and fsleen. 


Life holds no more inviting cnpfor them 
than that offered by the hotel corridor. 
They havo exhausted wh.it men call 
pleasure or aro beyond tha age of phys- 
ical enjoyment, with no reserve capacity 
for mental pleasure. To o, man of some 
temperaments such a life would be a liv- 
ing death.—New York Cor. Pittsbtirs 
Dispatch.

TUCKS SEEN IN OTU 


TWO REMARKABLE FEATS OF INDIA'S 


CLEVER JUQGLERS, 


TlieJUTutorluUzutlfm of a Serpent IProm u 


Glass of Wutcr Wl^jjli Aftonrard Was 
Em-allowed liy tlio 1'erformei — Slolgut ol 
IflaiKl In Wlilcu a Buue figures. 
An article in a recent edition on the 


jugglers of India tended to throw dis- 
credit on the eastern -wizards that have 
so long been held in esteem. Whether 
or not tho tricks tho jugglers perform 
are-wonderful is a matter to be deter 
mined individually. 
At any rate, in n 


vague way they havo tho reputation. 
Histoiies and books are full of tho ac- 
counts of the miraculous i'eats that these 
tricksters of India can perlorm. 


And now comes Mr. Kellnr, a nine 


teeuth-century-Broadway-tip-to-datemar 
gician, who adds bis testimonial to all 
the rest as to the superiority of oriental 
over occidental magic 


Mr. Kellar, it seems, haa also traveled 


in India in a search for tho wonderful 
and succeeded in finding what he could 
not undci stand. 


Professor Kellar isn't very old in years, 


although his hair has a very wide part 
in tho center, but if you. come to count 
up his experiences Methuselah isn't in it 
with him. There are few places oil the 
face of this earth that ho has not seen, 
and his travels in tho spirit world arc 
also quite extensive. Ho has pulled rab 
bits out of tho pigtail of tho heathen 
Chineo on his native* heath; he hai 
wrung silver dollais from the nose of 
the Australian kangaroo and has made 
flowers to grow for tho Zulu belle attiied 
in her sable costume of bare rfnn. 


"Some yeais ago," says tho professor, 


"I spent considerable time in India trav- 
eling thiough tho country and visitin" 
tho principal cities. That is the laud of 
the magician, and nowhere on earth ie 
the art so thoroughly Imown. The Indid.il 
magicians appear to have been born for 
tho business, and they havo developed 
their natural abilities to such n wonder- 
ful degree that many of tho natives be- 
lieve them to possess supernatural pow- 
ers. 
Indeed one almost finds himself 


concurring with tho general idea after 
ho has witnessed some of their feats. 


"I havo attended many -wonderful 


seances, bnt I can remember none that 
impressed mo more than one which 1 
saw in tho rooms of the Chudderiuunzil 
club at Lucknow. I was a. guest of the 
club and was invited to attend ue per- 
formance of one of tho nativo jugglers. 
I gladly consented to be piesent, and to- 
gether with Captain Jenkins, tho presi 
dent of tho club, and Captain Powers, 
an officer in 'the queen's navee/wholiad 
just returned from the Zulu war, I took 
a seat near the stage. 


"During the early part of the rater 


tainment there were a half dozen jng 
glers who performed only oidiuarj1 
tricks, and then tho 'star' of tho evenmfi 
was introduced. He performed oiieoi 
tho most wonderfnl tricks I ever saw. 
Ho took n board and placed it on four 
glass goblets, thus elevating it from tin- 
floor. A youngster sitting on tho board 
was then requested to place his hands to- 
gether palms tip. Then tho juggler tool. 
a glass of water and poured it into the 
outstretched hands of tho boy. In the 
meantime the boy had been mesmerised, 
and hio attention was fixed on a point 
indicated by the magician. 


"Gradually tho water turned giecn in 


color, and then it developed into a. jelly 
which increased in densit}- until it be- 
came aa solid as any stone article you 
ever saw. Out of tho center of this theri 
appeared tho head of a snake, -which 
gradually developed until in tho pi ico oJ 
tho water thero appeared a hissing rep- 
tile. I was amazed, I can assure you, 
bnt tho trick was not yet completed. 
Hitting tho reptile upon tho bead with 
his wand, tho juggler took it up care» 
fully and placed it back in tho glass. 


"As we looked it became transformed 


into a jelly, which in turn tjansformec] 
into a gieenis-h colored water. Clearer 
and clearer became the fluid until it was 
of its original color, and then the juggler 
placed it to his lips and drank tho entire 
contents. That was tho most wonderful 
tnck I over saw performed, and it is as 
mysterious to rue today as it was then. 
There was another trick performed the 
&nmo evening which was not so wonder- 
ful, but was nevertheless remarkable 


"A woman with a baby swung in £i 


bag around her waist entered tho stag< 
and endeavored to balance a ball upon 
her nose. This she failed to do on oc 
count of tho hindrance afforded by the: 
child. She repeated the attempt, bu! 
met with no better success than on the 
first trial. Tho jnggler all the whil e wai- 
standing on the bide of the stage, appar 
eutly furioua at tho repeated failures ol 
tho woman, and finally in a rago he 
rushed toward her and tore tho babe 
away from her. The woman scroamea 
as she realized tho danger into wbicli 
the child was thrown, and tho indigna 
tion spread to tho audience.

Blood Though Sho TVas n Mill Girl, 


Another landmark of New England 


(haracter and cuHuro has been removed 
by the death of Jliss Larcom. Sho was 
a true poet, vsritmg songs which ^cio 
not only good from the point of vievr of 
literary workmanship, but which are 
cherished by the people for the tender- 
ness and •\vholesonienoss of their senti- 
ment. She was a lettered and cultivated 
woman and never was anything elso 
Crom the timo she was a woman at all. 


Foreigners and latter day Boston] ans 


find it hard to understand this, healing 
that Lucy Larcom wa^i an operative :n a 
cotton mill for 10 years in her early life. 
They think of her as a sort of phenome- 
non or abnormal development, Hfco Bob- 
ert Burns or Eliliu Bumtt, whereas tl tero 
ivns nothing phenomenal in her cultiva- 
tion, though thero niajr havo been in hor 
genius. Plenty of peoplo of promising 
cultivation worked in factories, in tho 
lield or at tlio forge iu those halcyon 
&arly duys of the present century. 'Sot 
Hong since tho Listener saw a splendid 
collection of daguerreotypes taken fiom 
tlie time those pictures were first nindo 
np to about tho year 1835. Theyv.ero 
oliieily of persons belonging to or in 


some way donuecfyd ^tu 01$ venuoafc 
family. 


Tito portraits all showed remarkably 


fine and interesting faces—tho facof- ap- 
parently of poisons, of intelligence, culti- 
vation and spirit—as far as possible re- 
moved from the fasa of the smug phihfa- 
iino of tho present day, and being some- 
what familiar wit li tho history of that 
period Iho Listenei was uot aatoiihhed 
to learn that these people wero all f .rin- 
ora, wagon inakeis, blacksmiths orwork- 
ing men or women of some sort. Thero 
were, musicians arid poets among those 
high, spirited Yankee laborers, and the^r 
talk was of other things than bullocks 
and stock reports. 


Miss Larcom belonged to tho genera- 


tion which produced such peoplo and 
\vasproud to belong to it. She waa no 
monstrosity of cultivation springing 
from anignorant ro ce. The New England 
country people of the first halt of the cen- 
tury were supeno • in intelligence and 
cultivation—in real education—to tho 
mercantile society of tho present day. 
On li houis of labor and le°s than ^l of 
wages a day the} maintained a better 
degieo of cultivation than their children 
do wifh fine houses and plenty of money. 
You will find somo relics of this aort of 
old fashioned people in the country dis- 
tricts still, and if you go to them iresh 
from tho trials of pretentious suburban 
society about Boston you perceive that 
you hive had a considerable lift in the 
world. 


What an enormous, prodigious, bewil- 


dering gam wo im do when wo gave up 
our old, simple cultivation based on wit 
and wisdom for ono founded npon tho | 
dividends of shodt y mills and shipped | 
off our best natnc blood to western] 
farms aud counting houses to make voom 
for foieign operalrves, in trying to "keep 
down" whom wo spend our time!
